An  ordinance  authorizing  and  permitting  the  A.  S.  Abell 
Company  of  Baltimore  City,  a  body  corporate,  to  con- 
struct a  vault  under  the  bed  of  Beaufort  alley,  com- 
mencing one  hundred  feet  from  the  west  side  of 
Calvert  street,  and  extending  westwardly  with  irregu- 
lar depth  some  forty  feet. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
privilege  be  and  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
A.  S  Abell  Company  of  Baltimore  City  to 
construct  and  maintain  a  vault  under  the  bed 
of  Beaufort  alley,  commencing  at  a  point  on 
the  north  side  of  said  alley  one  hundred  feet 
westwardly  from  the  west  side  of  Calvert 
street,  and  running  thence  westerly  under 
the  bed  of  said  street  with  a  width  of  about 
sixteen  feet  a  distance  of  about  twenty-four 
feet,  and  thence  still  westerly  with  a  width 
of  twelve  feet  six  inches  a  distance  of  twenty- 
six  feet  in  all,  about  forty  feet;  provided  the 
work  of  constructing  said  vault  and  all  re- 
pairs concerning  the  same  hereafter,  and  the 
removal  or  alteration  of  the  same  caused  by 
city  work,  be  done  at  the  sole  expense  of  the 
A.  S.  Abell  Company  of  Baltimore  City,  under 
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the  supervision  and  approval  of  the  City  En- 
gineer, and  that  the  paving  be  replaced  in 
proper  condition,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  City  Engineer,  at  the  sole  expense  of  the 
A.  S.  Abell  Company  of  Baltimore  City; 
and  provided  further,  that  before  proceeding 
to  operate  hereunder  the  said  A.  IS.  Abell 
Company  shall  file  a  good  and  sufficient 
bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  guaranteeing  the  payment  of  all 
expenses  or  expense  that  the  City  Engineer 
may  be  under  concerning  the  said  inspection 
or  restoring  the  said  alley  to  the  condition 
in  which  it  was  before  being  disturbed  un- 
der this  ordinance,  and  maintaining  the 
same  in  repair  for  three  years  after  the 
same  has  been  restored  in  its  present  good 
condition;  and  further,  to  give  a  good  and 
sufficient  bond  to  cover  any  damages  or  ex- 
pense which  may  be  caused  to  the  city  con- 
cerning said  vault,  including  the  mainte- 
nance, repair  or  removal  thereof  to  accom- 
modate work  in  case  the  same  is  not  done 
by  the  said  A.  S.  Abell  Company  of  Balti- 
more City  as  before.  This  latter  bond  to  be 
in  terms  and  amount  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  City  Engineer,  and  may  be  renewed 
from  time  to  time  so  long  as  the  vault  does 
exist.  In  event  of  the  failure  to  execute 
and  maintain  said  bonds  above  mentioned 
all  rights  hereunder  shall  cease,  and  the 
City  Engineer  is  hereby  authorized  to  re- 
move said  vault;  and  provided  further,  that 
the  said  A.  S.  Abell  Company  of  Baltimore 
City  pay  for  the  privilege  of  constructing 
said  vault  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  ($250)  dollars  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore.  The  above  stipulated 
charge  for  the  grant  of  the  privilege  herein 
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granted  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  charges  pre- 
scribed by  Article  45,  Section  29,  of  the 
Code  of  1893. 

The  owner  of  the  property  having  the 
benefit  of  said  private  vault  shall  be  liable 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
for  the  amount  named  in  this  ordinance 
for  the  use  of  the  said  vault,  and  in  default 
at  any  time  of  the  payment  of  said  amount 
or  of  any  other  provision  of  this  ordinance 
the  Mayor  shall  order  the  removal  of  said 
vault.  The  permission  given  by  this  ordi- 
nance is  a  license  revocable  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  Thomas  O'Neill, 
transacting  business  under  the  firm  name  of  O'Neill 
and  Company,  to  construct  a  smoke  and  pipe  duct  for 
the  business  premises  of  Nos.  io8  and  no  North 
Charles  street.  • 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  IMayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  per- 
mission be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  Thomas  O'Neill,  transacting  business 
under  the  firm  name  of  O'Neill  and  Com- 
pany, to  construct  a  brick  smoke  and  pipe 
duct  under  the  bed  of  Crooked  lane;  said 
duct  to  connect  the  boiler  house  situated  on 
the  southwest  corner  of  Crooked  lane  and 
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Wyoming  street  with  the  business  premises 
of  O'Neill  and  Company,  Nos.  108  and  110 
North  Charles  street,  as  shown  by  the 
attached  plat. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
said  duct  shall  be  constructed  and  completed 
under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  City  Commissioner  or  City  Engineer 
at  the  cost  of  the  said  Thomas  O'Neill, 
transacting  business  under  the  firm  name 
of  O'Neill  and  Company,  and  upon  the  terms 
and  conditions  following,  that  is  to  say, 
that  the  said  duct  beneath  the  surface  of 
said  Crooked  lane  sball  be  constructed  in 
such  manner  as  to  not  obstruct  the  bed  of 
said  lane  or  alley,  endanger  the  safety  of 
pedestrians  or  vehicles  passing  thereover  or 
interfere  with  the  use  of  said  lane  or  alley 
for  public  purposes,  such  as  laying  pipes, 
subways,  etc. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That 
in  the  event  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
desiring  at  any  time  hereafter  to  use  the 
bed  of  said  Crooked  lane  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  sewer,  subway,  etc.,  or  other 
necessary  improvements,  or  for  the  widening, 
closing  or  condemning  the  said  Crooked  lane 
or  for  any  other  purpose,  or  if  the  Mayor  shall 
deem  the  public  interests  require  the  re- 
moval of  said  duct,  this  ordinance  shall 
become  revocable  by  the  passage  of  a  re- 
pealing ordinance  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  or  by  direction  of  the 
Mayor,  and  the  said  firm  of  O'Neill  and 
Company  shall  upon  proper  notice  given 
it  by  the  City  Commissioner  or  City  En- 
gineer or  Mayor,  or  other  duly  authorized 
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officer,  vacate  that  portion  of  the  bed  of 
said  Crooked  laue  occupied  by  it  and  sur- 
render all  claims  or  rights  whatsoever  to 
said  grant  of  franchise. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  Thomas  O'Neill,  transacting  busi- 
ness under  the  firm  name  of  O'Neill  and 
Company,  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  for  the  franchise 
hereby  granted,  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
($200)  dollars,  and  the  said  duct  shall  he 
completed  within  six  months  from  the  pas- 
sage of  this  ordinance;  provided  the  said 
Thomas  O'Neill,  transacting  business  under 
the  firm  name  of  O'Neill  and  Company, 
before  proceeding  to  operate  hereunder, 
shall  file  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  guar- 
anteeing the  payment  of  all  expense  or  ex- 
penses that  the  City  (commissioner  or  City 
Engineer  may  be  under  concerning  said  in- 
spection or  in  restoring  the  street  or  lane  to 
the  condition  in  which  it  was  before  being 
disturbed  under  this  ordinance,  and  main- 
taining the  same  in  repair  for  three  (3) 
years  after  the  same  has  been  restored  to 
its  present  good  condition,  and  further,  to 
give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  cover  any 
damages  or  expenses  which  may  be  caused 
to  the  city  concerning  said  duct,  including 
the  maintenance,  repair  or  removal  thereof 
to  accommodate  city  work  in  case  the  same 
is  not  done  by  the  said  Thomas  O'Neill, 
transacting  business  under  the  firm  name  of 
O'Neill  and  Company,  as  above;  this  latter 
bond  to  be  in  terms  and  amount  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  City  Commissioner  or 
City  Engineer,  and  may  be  renewed  from 
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time  to  time  so  lon^  as  this  duct  does  exist. 
In  the  event  of  a  failure  to  execute  and 
maintain  said  bonds  above  mentioned,  all 
rights  hereunder  shall  cease,  and  the  City 
Commissioner  or  City  Engineer  is  hereby 
authorized  to  remove  said  duct.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  per- 
mission be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  Alexander  Shaw  to  construct,  erect  and 
maintain,  at  his  own  cost,  two  brick  bay 
windows  on  the  east  side  of  Cathedral 
street,  between  Monument  and  Centre  streets, 
one  to  be  three  stories  in  height,  twenty 
feet  long,  and  with  a  projection  of  three 
feet  beyond  the  building  line;  the  other  to 
be  two  stories  in  height,  twenty  feet  long, 
and  with  a  projection  of  three  feet  beyond 
the  building  line. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That 
said  bay  windows  shall  be  constructed  and 
completed  under  the  supervision  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.

Mayor;  and  the  said  Alexander  Shaw  shall, 
upon  proper  notice  given  him  by  the  Inspec- 
tor of  Buildings,  or  Mayor,  or  other  duly 
authorized  officer,  remove  said  bay  windows 
and  surrender  all  claims  or  rights  whatso- 
ever to  said  grant  or  franchise.

xinder,  shall  pay  all  expense  or  expenses 
that  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  may  be 
under  concerning  said  inspection.

An  ordinance  authorizing  Frederick  Bauernschmidt  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  switch  and  siding 
to  connect  with  the  track  of  the  Northern  Central 
Railway  Company  on  Monument  Street,  and  to  run 
thence  to  and" on  his  property  fronting  on  said  street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Fred- 
erick Bauernschmidt  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  construct,maintain  and  operate 
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a  switcli  and  siding  to  connect  with  the 
track  of  the  Northern  Central  Railway  Com- 
pany on  Monument  street,  and  to  run  thence 
to  and  on  his  property,  situated  on  the 
south  side  of  said  Monument  street,  as 
shown  on  the  plat  hereto  annexed,  and  made 
part  of  this  ordinance,  the  centre  line  of 
which  siding  is  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  in  the  centre  line  of  the  track 
oj  the  Northern  Central  Railway  Company

Upon 
the  return  of  the  said  summons  or  upon  the 
expiration  of  time  prescribed  in  the  said 
order  of  publication,  or  upon  the  appear- 
ance of  the  owner  or  owners  or  supposed 
owner  or  owners  of  the  said  property,  the 
court  shall  hear  and  determine  any  reasons 
that  may  be  alleged  why  the  said  property 
shall  not  be  lawfully  condemned  for  the 
purpose  set  forth,  and  if  it  appears  to  the 
court  that  any  such  owner  or  owners  or 
reputed  owner  or  owners  of  said  property 
are  under  any  legal  disability  to  make  his, 
her  or  their  defense,  the  court  shall  either 
authorize  their  duly  appointed  guardian  or 
committee  to  appear  and  defend  for  them, 
or  shall  appoint  some  suitable  person  as 
guardian  ad  litem  for  them  to  appear  in 
their  name  and  defend  their  rights.  If  the 
court  shall  determine  that  the  said  property 
is  not  subject  to  condemnationat  all  it  shall 
quash  the  petition.  If  the  court  shall  de- 
termine that  the  proceedings  are  v<»id  for 
want  of  a  proper  notice  or  summons,  whicli 
lias  not  been  barred  by  the  app^^arance  of 
the  owner  or  owners  or  reputed  owner  or 
owners  of  the  property,  it  shall- order  a  re- 
summons or  republication  of  the  order  of 
notice.     The  court  shall  have  power  at  any 
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time  to  permit  any  amendments  in  matter 
or  form.  If  there  shall  be  no  objection  to 
the  condemnation  of  said  property,  or  if  the 
court  shall  decide  against  the  validity  of 
any  such  objection  as  may  be  alleged,  it 
shall  order  and  adjudge  the  said  property  to 
be  subject  to  condemnation,  and  refer  the 
assessing  the  value  of  the  SMnie  to  the  said 
Park  Commissioners  to  make  an  award  of 
the  value  of  said  lot  or  portion  of  ground 
and  of  the  interests  of  the  several  owners  or 
reputed  owners.  As  soon  as  conveniently 
may  be  the  said  Park  Commissioners  shall 
assess  the  value  of  the  property  sought  to 
be  condemned  in  fee  simple  and  apportion 
the  same  among  the  owners  or  reputed 
owners  of  the  different  estates  therein  ac- 
cording to  the  value  of  their  respective  in- 
terests, and  return  to  the  Baltimore  City 
Court  their  award  of  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty and  of  the  respective  interests  of  the 
owners  or  reputed  owners  thereof,  under 
their  hands,  and  give  notice  twice  a  week 
for  one  week  in  two  of  the  daily  papers  of 
Baltimore  City  that  such  award  has  been  re- 
turned to  the  Baltimore  City  Court,  and  that 
all  persons  having  an  interest  therein  may 
show  cause,  if  any  they  have,  why  the  same 
should  not  be  confirmed  during  the  ten 
days,  subject  to  exception.

street  cases  are  now  heard,  except  that  there 
No  appeal.  sliall  be  no  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeals, 
and  that  all  the  taxed  cost  of  such  appeal 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Haltiinore  after  the  confirmation  of  all 
the  awards  of  the  Park  Commissioners  to 
which  there  are  no  exct-ptions,  and  after 
the  rendilion  of  the  verdicts  by  the  juries 
and  their  approval  by  the  judges  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Court,  in  all  cases  where 
there  are  such  exceptions  or  appeals,  the 
said  Park  Commissioners  shall  either  pay

All  ordinance  granting  a  right  to  the  United  Railways 
and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore  to  construct, 
maintain  and  use  railway  tracks  on  Garrison  avenue, 
Ridgewood  avenue  and  Granada  avenue,  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  between  the  New  Liberty  road  and 
Fernhill  avenue,  and  to  operate  and  maintain  an 
electric  railway  thereon,  and  providing  the  conditions 
upon  which  said  rights  shall  be  exercised  and  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
United  Railways  and  Electric  Company  of 
Baltimore  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  Jay  down,  construct  and 
maintain,  double  or  single,  iron  or  steel 
railway  tracks  as  hereinafter  specified, 
and  to  run  cars  and  operate  a  railway 
thereon;  said  cars  to  be  propelled  by  elec- 
tricity or  other  improved  motive  power 
other  than  steam,  and  also  to  erect  and 
maintain  all  poles  and  overhead  trolley 
and  feed  wires,  and  such  appurtenances  as

Whereas,  By  Ordinance  No.  65,  approved 
April  29,  1892,  the  Maryland  Society  Sons 
of  the  American  Revolution  were  author- 
ized to  erect  a  monument  to  the  Maryland 
patriots  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  to  be 
constructed  in  Frick's  triangle  in  the  city 
of  Baltimore  under  the  direction  of  said 
society;  and 

Whereas,  It  now  appears  that  the  site  so 
selected  and  named  in  said  ordinance  is  not 
sufficiently  large  for  the  purpose  aforesaid; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Art  Commission  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore  has  reported  to  the  City 
Council,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested 
ill  them  by  Section  202  of  the  New  Charter, 
their  approval  of  the  monument  and  of  the 
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plaza  known  as  tlie  Mt.  Royal  Plaza,  formed 
by  the  intersection  of  Mt.  Royal  avenue, 
Oliver  and  Cathedral  streets;  therefore,

An   ordinance  regulating    framing   joists   around  flues 
and  openings  in  floors  and  roofs  of  buildings. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  tlie  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Tliat  Section 
56  of  Article  7,  City  Code,  1898,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed  and  reordained  as 
follows: 

Section  56.  In  all  buildings  hereinafter 
erected,  altered  or  repaired,  having  one  or 
more  floors,  the  beams,  joists  and  rafters 
shall  be  framed  around  all  flues,  air  cham- 
bers or  other  openings  in  walls,  and  also 
around  all  elevator  holes,  stairs  and  other 
openings  in  floors.  All  framing  done  either 
with  iron  stirrups  or  mortise  and  tenon, 
and  the  framing  to  be  strong  enough  to  sus- 
tain the  safe  weights  required  by  Section  59 
of  this  Article.  In  all  buildings  where  a 
safe  weight  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150 
lbs.)  pounds  per  square  foot  of  floor  space 
and  upwards  is  required,  the  framing  shall 
be  done  with  iron  stirrups,  and  the  long 
trimmers  and  headers  doubled  or  tripled,  as 
required  for  safe  weights.  And  all  build- 
ings where  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds  per  square  foot  of  floor  space  is 
required  the  framing  may  be  done  with 
mortise  and  tenon,  but  all  trimmers  and 
headers  must  be  double  joists,  or  equal 
thereto,  and  in  no  case  can  framing  be  done 
other  than  specified  in  this  section  under  the 
penalty  as  specified  in  Section  85,  Article  7, 
City  Code  1893.

For  private  family  in  a  house  over  twelve- 
feet  front,  and  not  over  thirteen-feet  front, 
three  ($3)  dollars.

For  houses  of  triangular  shape  the  rate 
shall  be  computed  by  taking  one-half  the 
frontage. 

For  houses  of  sq[iiare  shape  the  rate  shall 
be  computed  by  taking  one-half  the  front- 
age. 

There  shall  be  no  charge  for  attachments 
for  washing  pavements,  etc.,  of  houses  occu- 
pied by  private  families.
